J. H. Doyle sends The Chron- 
icle the following letter which 
will undoubtedly prove of 
interest to those who are facing 
the problem of costs in tractor 
vs. horses : 

Champion, July 10th, 1929. 
Editor Champion Chronicle : 
Dear Sir :—I plowed eighty 
acres on Sec. 15, I'p. 15, Range 
23, with a 15-30 McCormick- 
Deering tractor and John 
Deere Wheatland plow. The 
work was completed in 27 
hours and fifteen minutes. The 
ground was plowed an average 
of four and one-half inches in 
depth and 68} gallons of gas 
were used costing 30c per gal- 
lon. ‘The cost was 304 cents per 
acre, or $24.30 for eighty acres. 

I can use the same plow with 
12 head of horses, plow the 
same depth and do it for 20c¢ 
per acre or $16.00 for the eighty 
acres. I ran the tractor myself.
